ALLEGE TIMBER LAND STEAL. 


Ninety-seven Civil Suits Filed Against 
Pennsylvania Capitalists—Califor- 
nia Entries Are Involved.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 25.—Charg- 
ing irregularities in the manner of the 
acquisition of 15,520 acres of govern- 
ment timber in the California Sierras,

The defendants in the action are 
William Donaldson and Charles E.

A large 
number of entrymen under whose 
names the lands were taken are in- 
cluded as defendants, 

The government complains the prop- 
erty was secured by the defendants 
through the use of the names of 
dummy entrymen and that the claims 
were unlawfully filed. 

The forest land in question is lo- 
cated in Plumas, Lassen and Sierra 
counties, and the entries were made 
at Susanville. The value of the prop- 
erty is high owing to the presence 
vast timber forests.

LONDON, July 2%.—-That Dr. Haw- 
ley H. Crippen and his form stenog- 
rapher, Ethel Clara Leneve, are aboard 
the Canadian Pacific liner Montrose, 
now on the high seas bound for 
Montreal, is the firm conviction held 
by Scotland Yard. 

Inspector Dew is now aboard the 
steamer Laurentic, which left Liver- 
pool last Saturday and is due at 
Montreal July 30. That is the date 
also of the arrival of the Montrose, 
but the Scotland Yard officials are 
hopeful that the inspector will reach 
Rimouski in time to arrest the fugi- 
tives. 

According to one dispatch received 
from Montreal, the Canadian Pacific 
Ratiréad officials were in receipt of a 
wireless message from the Montrose 
stating that the Leneve girl had been 
found and had confessed. 

Another dispatch from Montreal 


stated the company had not been able 


to establish communication with the 
stea mer. 

The accumulating evidence points to 
the certainty that the cauple aboard 
the Montrose are Dr. Crippen and 
Ethel Leneve. Their movements have 
been traced practically since they left 
London, most of the time being spent 
in Belgium under the alias of Robin- 
son, the girl passing as Robinson's son.

FTER having eaten $250 worth of

others went to the head of the ravine 
and turned them back. Which eves 
way the fugitive animals went, they 
met a man with a gun, and finally 


bullets and buckshot. 


eled shotguns loaded with buckshot, 
while the other used a 25-30 caliber 
rifle. From their vantage ints on 
high ground they had no difficulty In 
bagging the game once the latter per- 
mitted themselves to be trapped in the 
ravine. 

Last night the who'e community in 
the vicinity of the “kill” rejoiced with 
the hunters, and ranchers who had 
lost their. fowls.

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DISASTROUS. 


REST FIRES 
IN COLORADO. 


TWO SECTIONS OF STATE ARE 
SWEPT BY BIG BLAZES. 
Both Are Beyond Control and 
Fighters Are Rushing to Aid Rang- 
ere—Many Ranches and Fine Tim - 
ber T Are Located in Burning 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

DENVER, July 25.—Disastrous for- 
est fires are raging in two sections of 
the State and tonight foresters report 
both beyond control. Additional help 
in fighting the fires has been sent from 
Denver and near-by towns. 

The fire in the Routt preserve, in the 
northwestern part of the State is the 
mast serious. Already the fire, which 
is really four different fires heading to 
a common center, has caused dam- 
age estimated at $250,000, and unless 
it is brought under control soon, the 
loss conservatively estimated will reach 
$1,000,000. 

The Routt preserve fires have burned 
a line around 500,000 acres of the finest 
pine timber in the State and within 
the burning area are located many 
splendid ranches and private mber 
tracts. : 

One of these fires is in the Red Park 
district, another in the Hahns Peak 
country; still another in the divide be- 
tween Elk River and Big Creek, and 
the fourth at Buffalo Park. 

Appeals from Supervisor J. H. Rat- 
liff ask for at least a hundred more 
men and fire-fighting equipment. 

The northert.most blaze is reaching 
over the Wycming line. 

Tonight a second call for help was 
received at forestry headquarters from 
Fort Collins, seventy miles north of 
this city, to combat a prairie and tim- 
ber fire which started Saturday in the 
Stove district, west of there. Homes of 
hundreds of ranchmen and hundreds 
of head of live stock are threatened 
with destruction. The fire has burned 
over ten square miles of grazing and 
timber lands. 

Supervisor ler, head of the local 
forestry branch, telegraphed the tim- 
ber inspector on the ground to engage 
fifty men at Fort Collins at once and 
start them to the Stove district in 
automobiles.

Supreme Court Approves Report of 
Superintendent of insurance Who 
Converts Standard Company's As- 
sets Into Cash for the Holders ef 


Certificates—Expenses Cut Down.

‘ALBANY (N. r.) July 2%.—Judge 
Andrews, sitting at a spetial term of 
the Supreme Court at Syracuse, has 
approved the report of William H. 
Hotchkiss, superintendent of insur- 
ance, and has directed the payment 
of a first dividend of % per cent. to 
the certificate holders of the. Peo- 
ple’s Mutual Life Insurance Associa- 
tion and League. This dividend will 
be paid by Insurance Department 
checks mailed. to members at their 
home addresses. The issue of divi- 
dend checks will begin August 1. It 
is estimated that the work of mak- 
ing the payments to the 38,333 mem- 
bers will take about two months. 
The Peoples Mutual is the fraternal 
insurance society which came into 
public notice in‘ December, 190%, as a 
result of an attempt on the part of 
its board of directors to transfer the 
control of the society and its $3,000,- 


‘6 of assets for a consideration of 


about $150,000. At that time posses- 
sion of the society was taken by Su- 
perintendent Hotchkiss under an or- 
der of the Supreme Court. 

The same court directed the liquida- 
tion of the corporation on March 3, 
1910, and the officers appealed from 
this order. All appeals were with- 
drawn on April il, 1910, under a set- 
tlement which involved the return to 
Superintendent Hotchkiss of the sum 
of $150,000, which had been withdrawn 
from the. society and deposited in a 
Canadian bank. 

This is the first liquidation of a 
large insurance company under the 
new law requiring departmental ad- 
ministration instead of receiverships 
through court proceedings. 

A firet dividend of 60 per cent. has 
been declared in less than four 
months, about $2,000,000 of securities 
of various kinds turned into cash, 
$300,000 of matured obligations paid, 
and at a total expense of less than

Company Perfects Plans for Cover- 


With Network of 
Los Angeles. 


CAMPAIGN of expansion and 
improvement has been instituted 
by the Pacific Telephone and 
Telegraph Company which will play 
a large part in the development of 
resources of the great Southwest, a 
movement every day gaining momen- 


intendent Calvin M. Seeley has just 
return from a tour of the Im- 
perial Valley and announced yester- 
that his company will immediately 
in the construction of an exten- 
sive toll system in that district, in- 
cluding a special pole line and heavy 
copper wires from San Bernardino. 

This is but one step in a movement 
which will cover the Southwest with 
a network of telephone wires. Ar- 
rangements are being made with near- 
ly all of the independent exchanges 
to furnish long distance service by 
connecting the local systems of small- 
er towns. This method of communi- 
cation greatly facilitates the trans- 
action ot business and brings the new 
agricultural district in close contact 
with the market. 

The new Imperial Valley line will 
be built from San Bernardino to Im- 

rial Junction, El Centro, Imperial, 

oltville, Brawley and Calexico, mak- 
ing connections with every telephone 
exchange in the valley. The equip-, 
ment is to be of such a character that 
it will de possible to talk as plainly 
with Los Angeles as it is between 
Pasadena and the city. 

NO LIMIT TO DEVELOPMENT. 

“This was not decided upon,” said 
Mr. Seeley yesterday, “until I had 
made a tour of inspection through 
the valley and accumulated a mass of 
data regarding conditions there. I 
must say I am amazed at the way this 
new district has come to the front. 
There seems to be no limit to the de- 
velopment down there and I am con- 
fident that investments made for fu- 
ture business will be well placed. Our 
own plans contemplate putting in the 
best service in the State; in fact, 
something better than first class. The 
importance of direct communication 
with markets in a district as thor- 
oughly agricultural as this cannot be 
over-estimated. It comes next to the 
railroads, and we anticipate immedi- 
ate results in building up the valley 
and at the same time adding to our 
own business by this move. 

“The telephone systems of the South- 
west are being centralized and made 
more and more efficient by the exten- 
sion of toll lines. We are now able 
to offer a means of communication be- 
tween patrons of independent lines in 
various towns by our arrangements 
for furnishing long distance service. 
It is impracticable for a small system 
to build interurban lines, and it would 
not be economical to have such lines 
duplicated. 

“In my trip I went pretty weil 
over the Imperial Valley country. 
started at Yuma and then took the 
Interstate line back through North- 
ern Mexico. The development of land 
across the border promises to extend 
the importance — productivity of 
the Imperial Valley greatly in the 
near future. The products there are 
simply marvelous in size and abun- 
dance, and the people who go in with 
improvements are inspired to build 
them on the same scale. We stopped 
at the finest of hotels, saw commodi- 
ous theaters, splendid banks and all 
the other institutions of a thoroughly 
developed community. It is only the 
few Los Angeles people who make fre- 
quent trips to the valley that realize 
how much is being done down there.“ 

GROW ALMOST ANYTHING 


“It's a country of rich soil with 


cent government appropriation of a 
million dollars the control of the river 
and the canal intake will be secured 
from further dangers. The cotton crop 
is another thing that promises big re- 
suits and I do not believe we have 
taken that seriously enough. I was 
inclined to doubt that it would become 
an important industry until I saw what 
is going on and found that the men 
behind it have worked the thing out 
so that there is no reason Why it 
should not be a success.

RYING OPEN 
THE HOSPITAL. 


OSTEOPATHS IN FORLORN HOPE. 
DYING WOMEN. 


Board of Supervisors May Permit 
Drugiess Practitioners to Attend 
Two Patients in County Institution 
Who Have Been Declared Hopeless 
Cases by Regular Physicians. 


New attacks were made yesterday on 


the Board of Supervisors has erected 
at the County Hospital. Numerous. 
times the believers in osteopathy have 
pleaded for justice with the county 
officials, but yesterday their demands 
were made in the name of humanity. 

It was pointed out to the Supervis- 
ors that at least two women patients 
at the hospital have been given up 
as hopeless victims of incurable dis- 
ease and are repeatedly demanding the 
treatment of the osteopaths. 

“I want to ask you as men, not as 
officiais, if it is right to deny these 
women this last hope, when it will not 
cost the county a cent?“ asked one 
young woman, who ts interested in 
the helpless ones. 

The Supervisors agreed with her that 
there was no reason for keeping out 
the osteopaths in such circumstances. 
Although they did not give permission 
for the physicians to enter the hospital 
to attend these two patients, they 
promised that they would probably do 
so when the matter is taken up for 
final consideration next Monday. 

This is the firet ray of hope these 
practitioners have had in their fight 
to be admitted to the hospital, that 
has been waged for months. That 
they are forbidden to enter a public 
institution where allopathists are wel- 
comed has been a thorn in the sides of 
the graduates in osteopathy for a long 


time. 
The Supervisors did not take respons- 
ibility of settling the affair on their 


„un shoulders, but submitted it to 
Superintendent Whitman of the hos- 


— 


pital. His reply was that there was no 
place in the institution for osteopaths. 
Each time they have applied to the 
officials, this letter has been used to 
drive them away. 5 

It was made known to the Super- 
visors yesterday that two women, 
whose cases had been variously diag- 
nosed and always hopelessly were de- 
manding that they should have the 
service of osteopaths and that the 
practitioners were willing to attend 
them without charge. 

The superintendent's letter did not 
apply in a case like this and it was 
apparent that the officials were in fa- 
vor of granting the requests of the 
dying women. 

The excuse for not acting. on the 
case was that Supervisor McCabe, who 
is chairman of the Hospital Commit- 
tee, waa absent. Hie will be present 
Monday and a decision will then be 
reached. 

The osteopaths feel that they have 
been unjustly dealt with by being ex- 
cluded from the institution. Speaking 
in this regard, Dr. C. A. Whiting, 
chairman of the faculty of the Pacific 
College of Osteopathy, said: 

“Our graduates are held to exactly 
the same requirements ad are the grad- 
uates of the drug medical colleges. Our 
course of study is several months 
longer than that required by the Amer- 
jean Association of Medical Colleges: 
Our courses in surgery are above the 
standard required by the association. 
In consideration of our educational 
standard and of the obligations im- 
posed upon us, it reems to me unjust 
that we should be excluded from pub- 
lic institutions to which rival systems 
of medicine are admitted. 

“I, of course, understand that the 
first duty of the county is to protect 
and care for the unfortunate people 
in the hospital, but I do not know 
that it is the business of any official 
to assume that one system of medi- 
cine is the State system and that hence 
only practitioners of that system shall 
be allowed in public institutions. 

“It is needless for me to argue that 
not unnaturally the chief concern 
which the drug medical colleges 
have in getting into the hospital 
practice is to afford them an opportun- 
ity for giving instructions to tlveir 
students, 1 believe I am justified in 
saying that our surgeons are quite as 
competent as theirs and that the work 
which we would do would probably be 
as good as the work which they are 
doing, and that as voters and tax 
payers we have exactly the same rights

Bride of Year, Made Suspicious by 
Husband’s Account of Former 
Flame, investigates and Bigamy 
Warrant Is Result—Man Nabbed in 
Wilmington.

His account of the lady, with ap- 
propriate descriptions thereto attached, 
aroused not only jealousy, but sus- 
picion in the heart of Mrs. Katie 
Baugh, his 18-year-old bride of a year, 
and she proceeded to make an inve#ti- 
gation. She discovered that her sup- 
posed husband was already provided 
with at least one wife, a woman he 
married in Portiand five years ago. 

Filled with a just wrath, Mrs, Baugh 
appeared before Justice Baird late yes- 
terday afternoon and swore out a war- 
rant for the arrest of the gay Lothario 
on a bigamy charge. 

Learning that Baugh was at work 
on the Kaster ranch, near Wilmington, 
Constable Cochran and his deputy, 
George Johnson, jumped into an auto- 
mobile and started for him. The 
twenty-mile night run was made in 
record time and Baugh was nabbed 
just as he was about to retire. He 
made no resistance to the officers, but 
accepted the situation with a  philo- 
sophie cheerfulness. He even admit- 
ted to his captors that he “guessed

he was in for it,” acknowledging the 


existence of the Portland spouse.

WO PANAMA EXPOSITIONS. 

The news from Washington is that 
is likely to authorize two Panama expositions for 
the year 1915. It is about sixty years since the 
international expositiong ‘were set on foot. The 
first one in was considered a wonderful 
affair, held, as it was, in the old Crystal Palace, an 
immense building constructed almost entirely of 


glass. 

Since then we have had scores of them, and it 
looks now as if the notion was going to seed. There 
should be but one exposition to celebrate the open- | 
ing of the Panama Canal, and that should be on 
the Pacific Coast and at San Francisco, the metrop- 
olis of Western America. 

There might be two. 1 in this country 
in the year in mind. The Times suggested two such 
expositions months ago. In 1915 we shall reach 
the semi-centennial celebration of the close of the 
Civil War, the preservation of the Union and the 
bringing together of the two sections. An exposi- 
tion to celebrate that event would be decidedly in 
order. It need not be international, but purely 
American. Tnere could be gathered together enough 
relics of the strife and matters connected with it 
to make it a very interesting affair. There might 
be a mise en scene which would represent various 
phases of the great struggle. There are still a 
number of the heroes of that contest with us to 
make it possible to set out in a very. lifelike man- 
ner some scenes at Sniloh, Gettysburg, Antietam, 
Chancellorsville and in the Wilderness. 

If it were thought better to make it an interna- 
tional affair there would be no reason why it 
should not be so. And that could be made to fit 
with the exposition at San Francisco to celebrate 
the opening of the canal. The early spring would 
be the time for the eastern ion, and summer 
and autumn would be proper for the Panama expo- 
nition, lasting until the actual opening of the great 
ditch, which will probably be at the end of the year.

Now we read news, coming from New York but 
originating in London, about a proposed copper 
combine which is te include the copper production 
of the earth. The people who are interested in cop- 
per in Alaska, those interested in copper in Ari- 
zona, those up on Lake Superior and those down 
in Mexico, and in fact wherever copper is produced, 
are reported to be hatching this new combine. 

Tariffs are not necessary for the formation of 
trusts; protection is possible and yet eliminate 
trusts. We have an anti-trust law in this country 
which, properly applied, will abolish monopolistic 
combinations, while our industries 
tected by means of the tariff. 


But when you get the copper producers of the 


United States, with those of Mexico and those 
from all countries where cop is produced in 
large amounts, gathered together in London where 
there is no protection, you have a combination that 
the tariff does not even aid and one against which 
our anti-trust laws will not be effective.

For the Homekeeper. 

A lady sends in a recipe for a boiled 
icing which she says “never, never 
fails,” always coming out as ideal 


soft and creamy within. Partly beat 
the white of the egg, then put in about 


sugar syrup which is half boiled and 


When the remainder of the syrup will 
“ball” in cold water it is ready to pour 
— egg. Continue to beat until 
cold. 

A lady who fries eggs to perfection, 
each egg keeping its round shape as 
dropped into the pan, accomplishes the 
feat in the following manner: She 
breaks the eggs into the pan in the 
usual manner, after having in the pan 
enough melted lard or other fat to 
fry. She covers the pan for a moment 
until the contents become thoroughly 
heated, then pours in a small quantity 
of boiling water. The cover is replaced 
for a moment, at the end of which 
tie the eggs are perfectly cooked. 

I know another country cook who 
finishes frying her potatoes fn a sim- 
Har manner. She cuts the potatoes up 
raw, and fries them slowly in lard, 
and when they are done through, she 
dashes water from the tea kettle into 
the frying pan, allows the potatoes to 
remain for a moment or two, when 
they take on a most delicious crisp- 
ness and a flavor just a little different 
from potatoes as usually cooked. l 
Stin another old-fashioned cook, who 
is noted for the excellence of her 
cherry pies, dashes ice cold water over 
them just before placing them in the 
oven.

. The Microscope in the Kitchen. 

The microscope as a necessary 
kitchen utensil for all large establish- 
ments is urged in an illustrated article 
in the August Popular Mechanics. It 
is stated that the use of such an in- 
strument in detecting adulteration in 
Various common food products re- 
quires some amount of knowledge, but 
this is readily gained with a little ex- 
perience. The characteristics of the 
different starch products, for instance, 
under a microscope with a magnify- 
‘ing power ranging from 50 to 400 dia- 
meters, are easily learned. 

To the naked eye all these starches 
appear as a fine white powder,’ says 
the bureau of chemistry, but under 
the micfoscope grains or granules are 
seen which vary more or less in shape, 
size, rings, etc. In the case of potato 
starch, for example, the grains are 
large, with gmvoth outlines, while rice 
starch has mall grains with angular 
outiines. Potato starch adulterated 
with cornstarch can be easily detected, 
as the grains of the latter have an 
anguiar form. In the Case of 
*pices, most of the substances used 
for aduiteration have a structure 
different from the genuine articles.“ 
Also, distinctions are pointed out in 
other articles of food, commonly adul- 
torated.
